Trials of New Appliance Causes 


Stir Among Roads. 


Nearly every Important train of the 


Chicago, Milwaukee & St. I'aul rail- 
load has been making tests of the new 
electric engine headlight, and, 
ac- 


cording to the statements of officials 
the tests have proved highly satisfac- 
tory up to this time. 


The experiments have not yet been 


concluded, but when they arc, it

quite safe to predict the 
headlight 


will bo made a permanent feature not 
only of the Milwaukee road but other 
prominent lines In tho country will 
follow the pace set by the St. Paul.

Tohacco growing Is a huslness re-1 The cloths, rolled 'together, aro dip 


quiring the most painstaking care and j ped ln tepid water ouco a day and 
the best judgment. 
It should not he 


undertaken unless close nnd( lutelll 
gent attention can he given It at every 
period of tlu> crop's production. There 
ore crises, neglect or lack of 
judg- 


dent at any of which will ruin the 
crop. 
The llrst consideration for the 


prospective grower Is tile climate of 
I.ls particular district. Sections sub- 
ject to heavy winds, hall, long drouth 
or early and late frosts, are hardly 
fit for growing tobacco. 


Hither of these phenomenon may 


partially or wholly destroy a crop. The 
t-ccoml consideration Is soil. Success- 
lul tobacco growing calls for sandy 
loam, .rather than for clay. The loam 
jhould be rich and black, with per- 
meable sub-soil. Thorough drainage 
!>< necessary. 


The tobacco of the North and West 


IP exclusively cigar leaf. Tho varie- 
ties generally grown are Connecticut, 
Sceillcaf. Connecticut Hroadleaf, Cu- 
hnn, Glessner, Lancaster Uroadleaf, 
Vallandlghan and Havana Seed. Al- 
though domesticated Cuhan and Ha- 
vana seed are grown-most-commonly, 
individual farmers have other favor- 
ites. 
The most profitable variety, differ- 


ing with different soils, must he deter 


kept In a warm place. When a lit- 
tlo white spot appears. It Is time to 
sow the weed. 
. Careful growers prepare germanat- 
ing rolls on different days In order to 
have one that Is just right when seed- 
ing day comes. Another means of 
securing early and thrifty plants Is a 
canvas cover for the seed bed. Suc- 
cess In tobacco growing. In fact, de- 
mands It. The canvas, stretched over 
a wooden frame four or five Inches 
r.bovi; the level of the seed bed, keeps 
tho bed warm at night.

This coat can be buttoned in single 


breasted stylo or It can bu made with 
a Hy front. 
Tor the amateur dress- 


maker It would probably be easier 
to have buttons, as It requires great 
nicety to make the fly look Just as It 
should. Pocket lids are sot on for ap- 
pearance only. 


To cut this garment when no pattern 


Is available, take a measure with n 
tapcllne and a pencil and mark out 
the dimensions on a piece of rather 
stiff wrapping paper, beginning with 
the front. This is to be along the 
Btrnlght edge of the.pnper. The meas- 
ure will be probably twenty Inches 
from the throat to the bottom. Then 
measure three Inches back from the 
front odgcs and extend the line to 
twenty-four Inches In length from op- 
posite the lower end of the llrst line. 
TilIH line Is even with the llrst nt tho 
botlom and four Inches higher at the 
top. . The top Is sloped out. following 
the outline of crosses on the diagram, 
as it forms the nock. The length of the 
shoulder IH measured and uloped to the 
figure, remembering that this particu- 
lar coat has very square shoulders. 
The under arm scams can" be readily 
understood and measured to reach the 
bottom of the coat without making 
liny departure .-from the straight Him 
of-the bottom.

The scams to those arc felled 
neatly, and the facing which forms tho 
revers Is the only doubled portion. The 
hems to the sleeves and the bottom of 
the washable coats are stitched xoveral 
times around to give them solidity, and 
they do not require uny stiffening be- 
yond that. 


The pattern has eleven pieces—viz. 


two fronts, one back, two facing and 
two collar plcccx and two upper and 
two under sleeve pieces. . 


When tho paper pattern Is drafted, 


try It to the figure, nnd If It Is right cut 
It.along the chalk marks, being very 
careful that the nap runs down. Tim 
fronts are cut along the selvage nnd 
tho back so Jlint the fold comes direct- 
ly In the center. 


The facing', in to be cut from the 


edge of the remaining piece, leaving 
the semicircular piece In the middle 
for the under part of the sleeves. Tho 
uppers, facing, etc.. -will come out of 
the remainder.

criminology. Major Hlchard Sylvester, 
mipcrlntcmlent of police at the national 
capital, has established u national 
rogues' gallery. In which he alms to 
[dace photographs and Itertlllon meas- 
urements PJ every known criminal In 
the United States and Canada. 


The purpose of this Immense rogues' 


gallery Is to create a community of In- 
terest among the police of America 
and to establish n head olllce, where 
Information may be had concerning 
any rogue. Under the present system 
Inquiries arc made to the chiefs of pa-

lice of all the principal cities, neces- 
sitating a great amount of futile cor- 
respondence. 


In response to Major Sylvester's ap- 


peal Ufty-two cities of the United 
States ami Canada-are contributing to 
the plan.

eventually become n government Insti- 
tution. 


The walls of Major Sylvester's bu- 


reau are lined with cabinets tilled with 
thousands of cards, each bearing on Its 
face two photographs of a criminal, 
one f'ull face ami the other profile. On 
the same side are given the measure- 
ments, age and physical -characteris- 
tics. On the other 'side are given thu 
name, residence, crime, marks, scars, 
moles nnd other defects or abnormali- 
ties. In short, these cards make lip 
thu I'crtlllon catalogue used In all 
modern police departments. 


When Information Is desired from 


Washington regarding sumo criminal, 
his name, aliases, head, linger, car and 
other measurements arc sent In. It Is 
the' measurements that most readily 
lead to finding the card. Names don't 
count for 'much. The cards are ar 
ranged In three groups, according to 
size of head. The superintendent then 
turns to the group containing thu size 
of head mimed ami If the criminal's 
card Is In the cabinet can soon furnish 
the desired Information. 


When the bureau Is complete, It will 


be hard for any criminal of record to 
escape Identification.
